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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by Applicant do not 
overcome the rejections over the cited prior art as presented by the Examiner. 

Applicant argues that a prima facie case of obvious ness cannot be established by merely pointing out the existence of particular claim 
elements in the prior art. .The examiner notes that the obviousness rationale— combination of the known elements to yield a predictable 
result-is found in the body of the rejection which was not quoted by the Applicant. On page 3 of the Final Rejection, the Examiner states 
that the combination of the known elements yields the predictable result of a CSF shunt system that uses a remote monitoring system (as 
taught by Ericson) to adjust valve pressure based on ventricular pressure measurements (as taught by Saul). Accordingly, it is the position 
of the Examiner that she has, in fact, presented a prima facie case of obviousness. 

Applicant argues that the Examiner has not addressed the argument that the suggested combination requires a substantial redesign of the 
Saul device. However, it is the position of the Examiner that the Saul device does NOT, in fact, require a substantial redesign, since the 
Examiner is not proposing that the actual elements of Saul and Ericson should be combined in a single apparatus. Instead, the Examiner 
asserts that the references, taken as a whole, *suggest* the claimed invention-remote monitoring and adjustment of a CSF valve based on 
ventricular pressure measurements. Manual energization of a previously automatic apparatus does not appear to provide any new or 
unexpected results over the combination suggested by the prior ar.t 
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
